But ſome caſes have occurred in 
which two ſpoonfuls would purge the bowels, and others, 
in which the patient was not affe&ted"byfix - © 
The general rule is, to take that quantity which will, in 
the moſt. gentle manner, keep the body open; and almoſt 
1mperceptibly increaſe the other ſecretions of urine, perſpi- 
ration, &c. When moderate doſes of the Syrup do not 
keep the body open, it will be neceſſary to take a little cool - 
ing, gentle phyſie, once a week, , | | 
If any difficulties ſhould ariſe in adjuſting the mattef, | 
which muſt often be the cafe, Mr. Swainſon, who, while

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The 8 rule in this caſe moſt favourable to hs pur« 
poſes of 1 the Vegetable Syrup is, to let the diet conſiſt of 


light and freſh meat; of roots and ſeeds, ſuch as potatoes, 
tarmps, rice, millet, ec. and when other vegetables can be 


taken, as they may in moſt caſes, they ſhould be boiled. 


Moft people find it adviſeable to avoid great quantities of 
milk, eſpecially if unmixed with tea or ſome other liquid, 
which prevents its being ſuddenly and violently curdled by 
the acid of the Vegetable Syrup. Milk has ſometimes the 
ſame effect on thoſe who take the Syrup which it has on 
bilious perſons; and others take it in any quantity with 
impunity : ſo different are the contents of the buman 


ſtomach, and the effects of the medicine on them. 


"Perſons who are ſubject to eruttations, to a painful aci- 
dity, and to the cholic, on taking common vegetables, have 
no ſuch inconveniencies from the Vegetable Syrup; ſo 


nicely and judiciouſly are the ingredients of it blendid, and

The cure will be retarded by ſudden tranſitions from 
heat to cold, or from dry to wet; but none of the evils ex- 
perienced from mercury in ſuch caſes are to be apprehended.

confinement, that cures are accelerated by air and exerciſe. 


Proper means ſhould be taken to favour perſpiration at the 


| diſeaſed parts, by gentle friction and the uſe of flannel, in 


gouts and rheumatiſms ; and by covering with linen only, in 
thoſe commonly called ſcorbutic caſes. The parts when 


"uncovered, if neceſſary for the day, to be waſhed with 


warm water, and rubbed dry with a cloth. Theſe direc- 
tions to be particularly attended to in pimpled faces. 

No opinion can be given of the quantity of Syrup which 
will remove a complaint. The ſame caſe which in one 
conſtitution may require only five or ſix bottles, in others 
may require twenty or even five and tw enty.

Mer- 
cury, antimony, arſnic, hemlock, and opium, are their 
means of making fortunes ; thoſe 'poilons will ſuſpend the 
diſeaſed actions of the body, and indeed all its actions; and 
they require practice and ſkill in adminiſtering chem to 
prevent the imputation of murder. This ſkill of &eeprng 
ine patient hovering in the u ſe of poiſons, between the ſuſpended 
' «&forder and ſuſpended life, is the great art of modern me- 
dicine, at leaſt as far as ſcurvy, or ſcrophula 1s concerned. 
Medicines, like the Vegetable Syrup of De Velnos, which 
Immediately cure the difeaſe and benefit the conſtitution, 
would leave no room for this profitable addreſs, and would 
ſweep phyſicians and ſurgeons thus Md A in ſwarms 
from the face of the earth.

Mrs. Swainſon, No. 12, Great May” s Buildings, St.
